AGREElVfENT BETWEEN 
THE GOVERNMENT OV THE UNO ED STATES OF AMERICA 

AND 

TIIE GOVERN>IENT OF THE REPUBLIC OF VAM: ATI) 



CONCERNING THE PROGRAM OF THE PEACE CORPS IN WAS LATU 



The Govermncirt of the Ufiited States of America (hereinafter "ihe United States'') and the 
Government of the Republic of Vanuatu (hereinailcr "Vanuatu"), recognizing the 
importance of developing mutually advantageous relationships and cooperation between 
their countries, have agreed as ibllows; 



ARTICT.F T 

1 > The Government of the United States shall furnish such Peace Corps Volunteers as 
may be requested by the Government of Vanuatu and approved by the Govemmcni of 
the United Stales to perlbrm mutually agreed la^ks in Vanuatu. 

2, The Volunteers shall work under the immediate supervision of govcmmentaJ and 
private organisations in VaouAtu designated by the two governments. 

3, The Oovcmtnciit of Ibc Uititcd Slates shall pawide training to enable the Volunteers to 
p^orm their tasks in the most effective manner. 

4, The CJovemincnl oi" Vanuatu shall bear sueh share of the costs of the Peace Corps 
program incurred in Vanuatu a.s the two governments may agree. 

ARTICLE It 

1 . The Government of Vanuatu shail accord equitable treatment to the Volunteers and 
persons performing functions under contract with the Peace Corps and their 
dependents and property; accord ihem and ilicir propcrtj- ftill aid and protection, 
including treatment no less favorable than that accorded generally to nationals of the 
United Slates residing in Vanuatu; and fully infonn, consult, and cooperate with 
representatives of the United States with respect to all matters concerning them. 

2. The Government of Vanuatu shall exempt tlie Volunteers from all taxes on payments 
thai ihey receive lo de&ay iheir living costs, on income derived from their Peace Corps 
work, imd on income from other sources outside Vanuatu: firom all customs duties or 
other charges on their personal property introduced into Vanuam for their own use; 
and from all other taxes or other charges (including immigration/visa lees), except 
licen.se fees. The Government of Vanuatu shall issue residence permits and visas 
(including mulliple-entiy visas), without fee or other charge, lo Volunteers. 
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ARTICLE III 

1, The Oovcmmcnt of the United States shall provide the Volunteers, the Peace Corps 
Representative, and staff of the Representative with such iimiicd quaiuities of 
equipment and supplies as the two governments may consider necessary to enable the 
Volunteers m perform their tasks affectively. 

2. The Government of Vanuatu shall exempt from all raxes (including value-added 
taxes), customs duties, and other charges (including license fees on communications 
equipment owned and operated by Peace C!orps) ail equipment, supplies, and other 
goods and senices introduced into or acquired in Vanuatu by ihe Government oftlic 
Uniled Slates, or any conlntclor iinanced by ii, for use hereunder, 

.\RTICLE IV 

1. To enable the Government of the United States to discharge ils responsibilities under 
this agreement, the Government of Vanuatu shall receive a Peace Corps 
Representative and such staff of the Representative (including employees and pereons 
performing functions under contract with Peace Corps as designated by the Peace 
Corps Representative), and members of their families forming pari of their houscboids, 
as are acceptable to the <.tovemment of Vanuatu. Norvvithstanding the provisions of 
any other agreement, the Govemmenl of Vanuatu shall exempt such persons, and 
members of their fainilies forming part of their households, who are not citizens or 
permanent residents of Vanuatu trom all taxes on income derived from their Peace 
Corps work or other sources outside Vanuatu, from all customs dutie.*? and other 
chj3a-ges on their personal property introduced into Vanuatu for their own use, and from 
all olbcr ta.x.cs or otiier charges (including inuitigratioivvisa fees), except license fees. 
In addition, such person;;,, and members of their families forming part of their 
households, shall be accorded status equivalent to that accorded administrative and 
technical staff personnel of the diplomatic mission of the United States, except they 
shall not be accorded immunities. 

2. TTie Govemmenl of Vanuatu shall issue residence permits and visas { including 
multiple-entry visas), without fee or other charge, to the Peace Corps Representative, 
stall, and individuals performing functions under this agreement, and members of their 
families forming part of their hoaieholds. 

ARTICLE V 

The Oovemmem of Vanuatu shall exempt from investment and deposit requirements 
and currency controls all funds introduced into Vanuaui for use in accordance with this 
agreement by the Government of the Tinited States or contractors financed by it. Such 
funds shall be convertible into the currency of Vanuatu at the highest rale that is not 
unlawliil in Vanuatu. 

ARTICLE VI 

I, Appropriate rcprcsentalivcs of ihe two goscramcnls may from lime lo lime make such 
arrangements wth respect to Peace Corps Volunteers and Peace Corps programs in 
Vanuatu as appear necessary or desirable ibr the purpose of implementing litis 
agreement. 
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2. Any disputes arising under UjIs agret-ment shall be rijsoivcd amicably by the mo 
governments. 



ARTICLE VU 



The undertakings of each government herein are subject to ihc a\ailabiiily of funds. 



This agreement may be amended Irom time to time by mutual consent of the two 
governments, Atiy such amcndmcnl shall be in writing. In the event of a conflict 
between this agreement and a ftimre agreement reganling cooperation to facilitate 
assistance, this agreement shall prevail concerning the Peace Corps program. 



This agreement shall enter into force on the date of .signature and shall remain in force 
until ninety days ailcr the dale ol"the written notification trom cither government to the 
other of its intention to terminate the agreement. This agreement supersedes the 
Memorandum of Llndcrslanding between the Government oi'thc Linilcd Stales of 
America and the Government of the Republic of Vanuatu on the Establi.shment of a 
Peace Corps Program in Vanuatu, signed October 2, 1989, which shall Icnninale upon 
entr>- into force of this agreement.
